RIGHT TO SELL GOODS IN SAN 
MATEO A COSTLY PRIVILEGE, 


Supervisors Arrange a Schedule of 
censes for Peddlers of All Kinds. 


Rkuwood City, April 10. —The Board 
of Supervisors in session today re-enact¬ 
ed the license ordinance of the countv 
and placed upon pack peddlers from 
without the county an annual license of 
$100, wagon peddlers $200, peddlers of 
perishable goods $.60, and solicitors and 
canvassers $260. The action of the 
board was in accordance with the 
wishes of the merchants from, all over 
the county who have been suffering from 
competition with peddlers of all kimls 
from San Francisco.—S. F". Call.

Although their line was a chaos of wires 
and poles, we were without lights only 
until Sunday. 

Our other factories and business 
houses are again at work and every¬ 
thing is being done to give employment 
to all who wish to work. 


The movement for a higher license on 
peddlers and traveling merchants with¬ 
out any fixed place of business, origin¬ 
ated with the newly organized Board of 
Trade of thistown.

The duty of presenting the amendment 
to the Board of Supervisors devolved 
upon Attorney Harvey E. Styles, who is 
also secretary to our local board of 
trade. How ably and how well he dis¬ 
charged that ilutv the prompt passage 
of the amended ordinance best testifies. 

The First township has for years been 
overrun with an invading army of rapa¬ 
cious peddlers who have vended their 
cheap, low grade wares, everywhere, to 
the injury of purchasers and the ruin of 
the business of legitimate merchants. 
The board has simply done its duty in 
protecting the merchants of our county. 
At the same time Mr. Styles and our lo¬ 
cal board of trad* have a right to feel 
proud of the complete success achieved 
by them.
